THE JADAVPUR UNIVERSITY (AMENDMENT) ACT, 1970 

No. 14 OF 1970 

Enacted by the President in the Twenty-first Year of the 

Republic of India. 

An Act further to amend the Jad.ivpur University Act, 1955. 

In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the West Bengal 
State Legislature (Delegation of Powers) Act, 1970, the President is pleased 
to enact as follows: — 


1. (!) This Act may be called the Jadavpur University (Amendment) Short title 
Act, 1970.

(2) It shall come into force at once. 

2. In the Jadavpur University Act, 1955 (hereinafter referred to as the Amendment 
principal Act), in section 6, in sub-clause (i) of clause (b) of sub-section (I). of section 6. 
for the words “Government of West Bengal", the words “Government of 
West Bengal, or, when there is no Council of Ministers functioning in the 
State of West Bengal, such person as may be nominated by the Governor” 
shall be substituted. 
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3. In section 7 of the principal Act, in clause (iii) of sub-section (2), 
for the words “Government of West Bengal”, the words “Government of 
West Bengal, or, when there is no Council of Ministers functioning in the 
State of West Bengal, such person as may be nominated by the Governor” 
shall be substituted.

Reasons for the enactment 

The office of the Chancellor of the Jadavpur University has fallen 
vacant by reason of the resignation tendered by Dr. Trlguna Sen, which 
has been accepted. The term of office of the Vice-Chancellor, Prof. H. C. 
Guha, is also due to expire at the end of June, 1970. It is, therefore, 
necessarj' to make arrangements for the filling up of those two posts. But 
according to sections 6 and 7 of the Jadavpur University Act, 1955, the 
post of Chancellor is required to be filled by selection made by a Committee 
consisting of, amongst others, the Minister-in-charge of the Department 
of Education of the Government of West Bengal, and the post of 
Vice-Chancellor is required to be filled on the recommendation of a 
Committee consisting of, amongst others, a nominee of the Minister-in- 
charge of the Department of Education of the Government of West Bengal. 
As no Council of Ministers is, at present, functioning in the State of West 
Bengal, it is not possible to comply with the said statutory requirements. 
It is, therefore, necessary to amend sections 6 and 7 of the Jadavpur 
University Act, 1955, so that there may not be any difficulty in filling up 
the posts of Chancellor and the Vice-Chancellor. 

2. The Bill seeks to achieve the said objectives. 

3. The Committee constituted under the proviso to sub-section (2) of 
section 3^ of the West Bengal State Legislature (Delegation of Powers) Act, 
1970 (17 of 1970), has been consulted before enactment of this measure as a 
President’s Act,
